WHY NOT DO SOMETHING? 
We hear and read thousands of 
words previous to every holiday 
aimed at saving lives on the highway. 
This 
paper 
carries 
a 
constant 
stream 
of display pages urging 
people to be careful. The safety or­ 
ganizations 
publish 
figures, 
the 
death’s head is displayed, and no end 
of signs, warnings, and numerous 
gadgets are utilized to scare and 
warn the public that driving is dan­ 
gerous. But at the holiday’s end 
the figures always total up to the 
same frightening amount. 
We have no way of measuring how 
much good the warnings and cam­ 
paigns accomplish. Perhaps without 
these efforts the total would be in­ 
creasing annually. No doubt the fact 
that the number of cars continually 
grows while the holiday accident 
figure holds fairly steady is en­ 
couraging. But we believe we can 
do much better. 
We many times have written that 
the most guilty among us, outside of 
the unthinking motorist, is the manu­ 
facturer. He wants to sell cars so 
much that he annually places a more 
dangerous weapon in the hands of 
amateur drivers. The power under 
those hoods gets no sm aller, and the 
take-off of a modern car lends a 
sensation which few of us can resist. 
With 
speed obviously our big 
killer, why do we hesitate to prevent 
it? Engines could be held down to a 
speed of sixty (or less), with ex­ 
ceptions made for emergency li­ 
censes, which would go to police, 
doctors, firemen, ambulances, and 
sim ilar people. 
The other major means of holding 
down speed is the fear of arrest. 
But fear of arrest has little effect 
on the majority of motorists un­ 
less a potential police car is in 
sight. We need more policemen 


and we need them on the highway. 
Perhaps the original idea of a high­ 
way patrol in Pennsylvania wasn’t 
such a bad idea. It could be applied 
to the more efficient combined ar­ 
rangement by having a larger p a -1 
troling detail and a few plain clothes­ 
men specialists in each station. All| 
would enforce the law, but each 
would follow up a case according to I 
his specialty. 
We know that highways crawling! 
with police cars would soon lose! 
their race track atmosphere. 
There will be some murmuring] 
against our suggestion that manu­ 
facturers be made to put safety in | 
their cars. This we cannot under­ 
stand. If we can regulate the size 
and weight of our vehicles to save 
the pavement, why can’t we regulate 
the speed and power to save lives?]

Russia's New Face 


By Marquis Childs 


EN ROUTE TO AMERICA. — 
[There are students of the Soviet 
Union, and among them those who 
have been most farsighted about 
[events since Stalin’s death, who 
are convinced that a revolutionary 
[change is taking place. The revolu- 
jtion consists, in effect, of substi­ 
tuting for a dictatorship a govern­ 
ment made up of a balance of for­ 
ces, one force tending to check 
another force. 
This is, of course, a highly op­ 
timistic interpretation, since if such 
a balance of forces can be main­ 
tained then there is real hope that 
in the foreseeable future the gov­ 
ernment of the Soviet Union will 
evolve in the direction of the free­ 
doms of the West. It is only when 
one force contends with another, 
short of the use of violence, that a 
balance for freedom, which is al­ 
ways a relative term, can be struck. 
Thus Nikita Khrushchev in push­ 
ing his vast schemes for new farm 
production must compete for man­ 
power and material with Mar shal 
Zhukov. Under Stalin all the big 
decisions were made by one man 
and to get crosswise of his will! 
was very likely to mean liquida­ 
tion. There is evidence that the I 
men now governing Russia have had 
enough of that kind of system and| 
they mean to try another. 
The beginning is small and the 
road ahead is very long. For all 
the "atmosphere” of harmony gen­ 
erated at the summit meeting the 
Soviet continues to try to jam vir­ 
tually all broadcasts from the West 
in Russian, including even the com­ 
paratively objective news presen­ 
tations of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation. It is a very costly 
and complicated business to try to 
blank out the m 
a n y transmitters that 
are beamed on Russia andthesatel-J 
lites. 
. 
Perhaps the most intensive phase 
of the cold war has been on the com­ 
munications front. The lead in try­ 
ing to break through to peoples held 
in subjection behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain has been taken by Radio Free 
Europe, a private agency which has 
had at least the sanction of the 
A m e r i c a n government. Steadily 
since 1950, when a start was made 
with one 7,500-watt short-wave mo­ 
bile transmitter, RFE has increased 
the number and the volume of its 
broadcasts. 
Recently 
monitoring 
stations at three points along the 
curtain reported 90 percent good orj 
fair reception of RFE programs in 
Eastern European capitals. 
Russia and the satellites maintain 
their isolation in an even more de­ 
termined fashion when it comes to 
keeping out any foreign aircraft. 
Every other country in Europe is 
interlaced with air lanes and planes 
of various companies come and go 
.every hour of the day. This is on, 
a reciprocal basis so that, for ex­ 
ample, British European Airways 
flies to Stockholm and other Scand­ 
inavian capitals and the Scandinav­ 
ian Airlines System serves several 
cities in the British Isles. 
Even Yugoslavia permits Swissair 
to make three flights a week from 
Zurich to Belgrade and return while 
the Yugoslav airlines fly to Switzer­ 
land. But with the exception of a few! 
Swiss flights to one or two of the 
satellite capitals, the Communist 
bloc guards its air space with a 
fanatical zeal. 
Perhaps the step proposed by 
President Eisenhower at Geneva — 
mutual reconnaissance by Russia 
and 
the 
United States 
of each 
other’s strategic centers — would 
at one stroke wipe out this fear. 
If such reconnaissance were car­ 
ried out thoroughly there would no 
longer be any need for espionage^ 
which is apparently the motivating 
fear. 
In the past decade the West has 
been saved again and again by the 


I stubborn intransigence of the Soviet 
Union, the outstanding example being 
the refusal to participate or to let 
the satellites participate in the Mar­ 
shall Plan. One reason for the de­ 
cline of Communist influence has 
been the detej~mination,. as in the

SMALL GAME OUTLOOK 
In spring and early summer each 
year, prior to setting the game 
seasons and bag lim its, the Game 
Commission conducts a survey to 
determine the status of the various 
species to be hunted. On these 
findings, coupled with the experienc­ 
es and results of previous years, 
the authorities decide what a reason­ 
able harvest for the next season 
shall be, always conscious of the 
responsibility of providing the best 
possible 
shooting 
in 
succeeding 
years. 
Based upon reliable information 
from available sources throughout 
Pennsylvania, the Commission found 
that this year the prospective supply 
of small game justifies open hunting 
seasons 
and daily and seasonal 
limits comparable in the main to 
those in effect last year, except 
as otherwise noted. Following is the 
situation in the case of each small 
game species as it appeared early 
in July this year: 
BOBWHITE QUAIL - General in­ 
creases in the population of Bob­ 
white Quail in most areas, including 
some areas in the northern part of 
the State, lend encouragement to 
prospects of a comeback in the 
species. Coupled with the available 
field stock, and the Commission’s 
restocking plans, the Commission 
felt a State-wide season should be 
made available to the sportsmen 
this year. 


RUFFED GROUSE - Although the 
Commission 
anticipates that the 
grouse cycle may still be on the 
downward trend, studies made have 
indicated that there is no injurious 
effect to be expected from a normal 
harvest. Also, shooting during the 
low of the cycle does not appear to 
retard recovery once the cycle is 
again on the rise. Therefore, it was 
decided that the sportsmen should 
have a season sim ilar to last year. 
RINGNECK PHEASANTS-Natural 
reproduction of this species, where 
the terrain and agricultural prac­ 
tices are encouraging, indicates the 
population may be expected to equal 
that of last year. The number of 
birds produced on our Game Farm s 


for release at maturity is expected 
to equal the number stocked in 1954. 
The day-old chick program has been 
increased, and this fact, coupled 
with the two previous observations, 
brought the Commission to the con­ 
clusion that a season of sim ilar 
length, with the same daily and sea­ 
son limits, could be justified. 
RABBITS, COTTONTAIL - At the 
present time there appears to be a 
population of such proportion that no 
necessity is indicated for modifying 
the length of the season or the daily 
and season bag limit as applied in 
1954. 
WILD TURKEYS - Natural repro­ 
duction in the extensive wild turkey 
range, coupled with the success of 
the wild turkey propagation program 
and the success of the extended 
stocking program in new territory, 
brought the Commission to the con­ 
clusion that a State-wide open season 
of sim ilar length as last year, with 
the same daily and season bag limits, 
was justified. 
SQUIRRELS (GRAY, BLACK & 
FOX) - State-wide reports indicate 
that a bumper crop may be expected 
and that a larger harvest can be 
afforded, for which reason the daily 
and seasonal bag limits were in­ 
creased over last year. 
SQUIRRELS, RED - With the con­ 


tinued lack of interest in the taking 
of this small animal, and a notable 
increase in their population in prac­ 
tically all sections of the State, the 
Commission acted to continue the 
policy of allowing an open season 
in all months of the year excepting 
October, when again the season will 
be closed in the interest of prevent­ 
ing excuses for pre-season Game 
Law violations in wooded areas. 
VARYING 
HARES (SNOWSHOE 
RABBITS) - Because of the scarcity 
of snowshoe rabbits in many parts 
of the State, the Commission decided 
to limit the season to one week. 
Where 
these animals do occur, 
stocks appear to be as good as in 
1954. 
RACCOONS - Reports from every 
portion of the State indicate that the 
population of this species continues 
on the increase and has reached 
such proportions as to become a 
detriment in the natural propaga­ 
tion plan of wild game and ground 
nesting birds of both upland and mi­ 
gratory nature. In addition, the in­ 
cidence of diseases common to rac­ 
coons, foxes, etc., when they be­ 
come overpopulated, led the Com­ 
mission 
to establish exceptional 
measures of control in the belief 
that a sm aller population would 
constitute less of a menace in such 


event. The extremely low fur value 
has discouraged trapping which or­ 
dinarily functions to keep the species 
within reasonable control. The Com­ 
mission therefore removed protec­ 
tion until such time as raccoons are 
determined to be numerically In bal­ 
ance with other species living In the 
same environment. 
WOODCHUCKS (GROUNDHOGS) - 
Despite the fact that liberal seasons 
have been allowed on the woodchuck 
for several consecutive years, the 
population has continued to increase 
to the point where complaints orig­ 
inate from agriculturists in all por­ 
tions of the State in increasing num­ 
bers. Realizing that an overpopu­ 
lation constitutes a definite menace 
to agricultural practices and that 
consideration must be given to the 
owners of the land upon which the 
great percentage of small game 
hunting is 
conducted, the Com­ 
mission removed protection from 
the woodchuck until such time as a 
satisfactory population is believed to 
exist. 
GRACKLES - Beneficial assets of 
this species appear to be far over­ 
balanced by its nuisance to agricul­ 
turists in most sections of the State. 
The Commission therefore acted to 
continue grackles temporarily on the 
unprotected list.

Check The Requirements, 
Maybe You Can Register 


By Lewis Crippen 
You have between now and Sep­ 
tember 17 to register for the No­ 
vember 8 General Election. No 
doubt, you would like to vote but 
either you do not know whether 
you are already registered or you 
are not sure if you qualify under 
the requirements as stipulated by 
state laws. 
You are entitled to register for 
voting if (I) you are now twenty- 
one years of age or (which is not 
commonly known) will be on or 
before November 9, 1955. (2) If 
foreign bom, you must be a citizen 
of the United States for at least 
one month and shall be required 
to 
p r e s e n t your naturalization 
papers to the registrar. (3) You 
must have resided in the state for 
one year, or six months if you were 
bom in Pennsylvania or previously 
registered here and then moved 
away. Remember the time is counted 
from the date of election not the 
date you register. (4) You must 
have resided in your election dis­ 
trict since no later than Septem­ 
ber 8. (5) You must register in 
order to be qualified to vote if you 
have not voted in any election since 
the spring primary of 1953. 
Your vote is very important. You 
should be qualified to express your 
opinions at the polls. You may 
register at the Warren county court­ 
house Mondays through Fridays be­ 
tween 9 a. rn. and 5 p. rn. excepting 
noon hours and on Saturdays be­ 
tween 9 a. rn. and noon up until the 
close of registrations on Septem­ 
ber 17. 
You may register between I and 
8 p. rn. at any of the following 
special dates and places: SEPTEM­ 
BER 12 - Youngsville and Shef­ 
field; SEPTEMBER 13 - Clarendon 
and Columbus; SEPTEMBER 14 - 
Eldred and Kinzua townships; SEP­ 
TEMBER 15 - Sugar Grove and Tid­ 
ioute. It is not necessary for you 
to live in the community to register 
there as the registrations will be 
taken for all who reside in Warren 
County. Will you register to vote?

T H E O B S E R V E R 
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SUGAR GROVE FOREST WAS 
ONCE WELL KEPT ORCHARD 
By Lewis Crippen 


ALONG THIS HIGHWAY between 
Sugar Grove and Chautauqua Lake 
on the Big Tree road still remain 
some of the original plantings of 
Frank Miller which were set out 


between 1860 and 1899. The next 
time you travel the road (it is 
even worth a special trip) look 
carefully and see how many species 
you can identify. 


Few motorists traveling between 
Sugar Grove and Jamestown on the 
“ Big Tree” road are aware that 
near the Pennsylvania village, bi­ 
sected by the state line, is a tract 
of forest land which was once con­ 
sidered extremely valuable by the 
Pennsylvania Department of For­ 
ests and Waters. Unkept now and 
filled with underbrush, the large 
farm is still a wonderland for those 
interested in viewing varieties of 
trees gathered from round-the- 
world. 
No recent surveys have been made 
to determine exactly how many dif­ 
ferent species remain, but in 1926 
Joseph S. mick reported in "For­ 
est Leaves” that on the 135 acres 
originally owned by Frank Miller 
thirty-six varieties had been iden­ 
tified; they were: 
Pitch pine, Scotch pine, Austrian 
pine, Norway spruce, white spruce, 
European larch, arbor vitae, red 
cedar, common juniper, Douglas fir, 
balsam fir, white fir, bald cypress, 
ginkgo, sheUbarkhickory, butternut, 
box elder, sugar maple, catalpa, 
osage orange, white mulberry, white 
birch, Ohio buckeye, bur oak, white 
oak, English oak, European white 
ash, Kentucky coffee tree, tulip tree, 
honey locust, American elm, bass­ 
wood, European mountain ash, um­ 
brella tree, ailanthus,papaw, orien­ 
tal plane, black willow. Many of the 
trees line the main highway but the 
larger stands are back of the house 
in the deeper forest. 
Nearly a century ago, Frank Mil­ 
ler began his first plantings in the 
first forest tree nursery in the 
Commonwealth. He originally plant­ 
ed an acre of ornamental trees which 
were sold to many Warren County 
homesteaders to beautify their prop­ 
erties. Soon his interests broadened 
and he began to plant all types 
of trees throughout his farm of 
nearly two hundred acres. Euro­ 
pean larch plantings served as wind 


breaks, willows 
b o r d e r e d the 
stream, specimens were set out 
along the highway, and thousands 
were arranged in orderly planta­ 
tions at six foot intervals which 
custom was borrowed from the 
Europeans as tree nurseries were 
unknown in Pennsylvania. 
After the death of Frank Miller 
in 1899 the farm was almost for­ 
gotten and if it hadn’t been for a twist 
of fate might never have been ac­ 
claimed for its true worth. In 1922 
a shortage of red pine seed develop­ 
ed and foresters were instructed 
to gather all the available supply. 
District Forester Rowland while 
discussing the problem with friends 
was informed that a very unusual 
tree stand, which was reported to 
contain red pine, existed in Warren 
County. Upon examination it was 
discovered that the red-tinged bark 
was not indicative of red pine but 
it was rather an excellent stand of 
rare Scotch pine. 
The location was publicized and 
many foresters and individuals in­ 
terested in forest tree planting 
trouped to the Miller farm. Efforts 
have been made to attract the public 
to inspect the trees and one note­ 
worthy attempt was made in 1938 
by Sugar Grove Boy and Girl Scouts, 
Under the direction of Scoutmaster 
Otto Carlson, Mrs. A. A. Grant, 
and Mrs. R. S. Cummings, when 
sixty-five specimens were labeled 
along a nature traiL 
Surviving the nurseryman are his 
daughter, Mary Dalrymple, of North 
Warren, who is nearly 88 years of 
age, and four grandsons — Frank, of 
Sheffield, chief assessor of Warren 
County, Gerald, of Sugar Grove, who 
lives near the old homestead, Clyde, 
of North Warren, and William, of 
Kane. Clyde has in his possession a 
specimen book of leaves and needles 
most of which were gathered years 
ago on his grandfather’s farm. 


FROM ONE VANTAGE POINT 
NEAR A CLEARING in the deep 
forest we snapped this picture. How 
many different trees can you iden­ 
tify? At one time, the trees were 


planted in orderly orchards but 
nature’s seeding has mixed quite 
a conglomeration — more inter­ 
esting perhaps but not nearly so 
rewarding in marketable lumber. 


THIS OLE HOUSE was built in 
1821 and remodeled for Richard 
B. Miller, father of Pennsylvania’s 
first forest nurseryman, in 1828. 
It has since passed out of the 
Miller family. From here to a 
point beyond the New York state 
line, the woods are full of trees 
which you may not see on another 
farm in Warren County. 
According to an old contract now 
in the possession of Frank Miller, 
great-grandson of Richard, Orrin 
and Morgan Hancock agreed to 
furnish the labor for re-modeling 
(actually the changes were more 
extensive than the original build­ 
ing) at a total cost of $190 — $50 
in cash, $50 in leather, $60 in 
stock, and $30 in grain. They were 
given nine months to complete the 
work. 
One clause in the contract reads 
as follows: "Said Miller lays the 
foundation for the house, draws all 
the timber to the spot, boards the 
hands, finds whiskey for raising and 
invites the hands, finds boards, 
nails, glass, and all the necessary 
materials for the building”.
